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SUBWAYS FOR CHICAGO. 


‘Committee to Study Plans and Routes 


—Fund of $6,000,000 Available.

CHICAGO, May 9%.—Mayor Carter H. 
Harrison laid the foundation to-day for an 
early start on the construction of an elab- 
orate system of subways for Chicago, 
which is to cost approximately $50,000,000. 
The Mavor ordered Alderman Peter Rein- 
berg, Chairman of the Local Transporta- 
tion Committee, to appoint a sub-commit- 
tee of three to take up subway plans at 
onee and report recommendations for the 
actual starting of work. 

Members of this committee in reality 
will form the first subway commission. 
They may employ a special engineer to 
assist them. 

Plans prepared by City Engineer John 
Ericson, Bion J. Arnold, and others for 
subway construction will be considered 
immediately. Within a month, it is 
claimed, the Aldermen will decide the 
subway routes to be first built and ask 
the Council for authority to go ahead and 
let contracts. 

The city now has at its disposal a fund 
‘of $6,000,000 immediately available for 
‘subway construction.

The Federals 
also exploded mines, which they had 
placed along the approaches to the city 
and in the streets. 


Rebels Appeal to Carbajal. 


When the Federals had finally been 
driven to the church rebel leaders made 
an appeal to Judge Carbajal to use his 
authority to stop any further loss of life 
and property. In their message they 
said: 

The undersigned 








members of the provis- 
fonal government of Mexico address our- 
selves to you in the character of special 
envoy of the government of Gen. Diaz and 
beg you to consider the critical situation in 
which Juarez is at present, almost com- 
pletely occupied by the revolutionist army, 
and that the whole force there will be 
powerless under the circumstances to hold 
it, extensive reinforcements will ar- 
rive to-day. Consequently also it will be 
useless to shed more blood and lose more 
lives in this combat. 

Gen. Navarro expressed his resolution ab- 
solutely to follow your orders in respect to 
surrender of the town. For these consider- 
ations we come to beg. of you that, in- 
spired by the dictates of the highest pa- 
triotism and the noblest sentiments of hu- 
manity, at a time when the situation de- 
pends on you, that you will resolve to or- 
der in a satisfactory manner Gen. Navarro 
to surrender Ciugad Juarez in as brief a 
time as possible. 

You will understand that in these things 
you haye at the present moment become 
the sole arbiter who is empowered to act 
with respect to avoiding bloodshed and the 
loss of lives the battle of Juarez and, 
&s the government of Gen. Diaz is unable 
to recognize the true gravity of the situa- 
tion, which will follow in consequence, you 
will be the only one responsible for that 
happens later in Juarez.

It was believed by ob- 
pervers that large execution was done by 
Federal guns, as they seemed to have the 
range perfectly. 


Fight from House to House. 


’ From the rebel artillery also came shells 


and shrapnel intended to silence the Fed- 
eral guns, while sharpshooters in the ad- 
Nancing army were concentrating their 
fire on the gunners. Part of the rebel ar- 
tillery was composed of guns made under 
the direction of Col. Garibaldi at the loco- 
motive shops at Madera, and it seemed to 
be effective. 

. Lhe advance of the rebels was steady. 
They withheld their fire whenever _pos- 
sible in order to save ammunition. Their 
sharpshooters seemed to inflict large 
Gamage on the Federals. The forenoon 
was not far gone before they had driven 
the enemy from the trenches and were 
gaining positions within the city. Once 
that was accomplished the houses became 
forts. Rebels and Federals took refuge 
in them and fired upon every one in sight. 
The rebels continued their rushing tactics 
and slowly carried the fight into the 
centre of the city. At every point of van- 
tage Gen. Navarro put his machine guns 
{mn action to stop advances along the open 
streets, but the gunners were subjected 
to a murderous fire and compelled to re- 
‘treat. 

When the rebels were well inside the 
city their artillery was silenced in order 
that damage might not be done to them. 
The guns were then ordered to be brought 
finside to aid in battering down build- 
ings in which the Federals took refuge. 


Americans in the Advance. 


Prominent in the advance on the march 
"hrough the city was the American Le- 
gion, commanded by Col. Garibaldi, de- 
scendant of the great Italian warrior. In 
this legion were many former soldiers, 
Mot only of the American Army but of 
Canadian and European training. It was 

art of this contingent that led the way 
Into Juarez yesterday. They were not 

lways in the front, however, for they 
yound themselves racing with detachments 
of the native rebels. 

The chief defenses of the Federals were 
dhe large military barracks and the small 
one, and the large church at the head of 
Commercio Street, which had been trans- 
formed into a citadel.

'varro at 7 o'clock to-night agreed to stop 
ifiring while the insurrecto wounded were 
‘removed. The Federals have adequate 
‘medical facillues and are caring for their 
‘wounded within the town. 


Rebels Brave Machine Gune. 


| The rebels forced the fighting in face 
of the deadly fire of the Federal machine 
guns. Many deeds of bravery on the part 
(of the insurrectos were witnessed from 
‘the American side of the line to-day. 

They dared not gather in too great num- 
'ber for an attack on the Federals, be- 
, cause the artillerymen of Gen. Navarro 
many times demonstrated the accuracy 
of their range when they shelled adobe 
| houses behind which tnsurrectos had 
'sought protection a half mile from Juarez 
: while skulking along the river front. Gen. 
Navarro is said to have mined many 
‘houses tn Juarez, and when he gets word 
|of an insurrecto gathering it is believed 
| he will be able to inflict a terrible slaugh- 
ter. - 

During the afternoon a body of insur- 
rectos sallied from the town to swing 
around and et at the machine guns. 
They were driven to the river bank by a 
hot firé from the Federals. They took 
refuge in the trenches once ocupied by the 
| Federal outposts and tried to pick off the 
Federal artillerymen. The Federals shot 
‘shell into the trenches. The fighting was 
‘in full view of the American side. 

In the middle of the afternoon the rebels 
probably with a bomb set fire to the Post 
Office. The blaze has spread to the drug 
store and stationery store nearby. These 
buildings were near the church, where 
the Federals were gathered. The flames 
spread rapidly and could be seen for miles 
around. The entire northwest section of 
Juarez was threatened. 

As the smoke arose the insurrecto re- 
serves under Col. Blanco came over the 
hills near to Juarez. The smoke was so 
dense that the Federal fire was not so 
effective. Under cover of the smoke, the 
insurrectos under Gen. Pascual Orozco 
and Col. Garibaldi have surrounded the 
church. 

At 6:30 o’clock Gerald Brandon of New 
York, correspondent of El Diaro, Mexico 
City, crossed into Juarez with a flag of 
truce hearing a letter from Judge Cara- 
bajal, the Federal peace envoy, imploring 
the commanders of both factions to sto 
fighting for a few hours so that the dea 
and wounded could be removed. This 
was agreed to, although some firing con- 
tinued. 


Madero Joyful Over Success. 


Gen. Francisco I. Madero, Jr., leader of 
the rebels, observed the progress of the 
battle from a distance. He used a power- 


shouts of exultation at the advance of 


'ful field glass, and not infrequently gave: 


the insurrectos. When a detachment of 
insurrectos ran across the plain in direet 
fire of the Federals to effect a sortie, 
which might draw the Federals from the 
church, he became greatly excited. He 
was eager to go to the front and thrust 
himself into the battle, but his staff of- 
ficers restrained him. 

The large ferce of United States troops 
at El Paso was busy all day in keeping 
Americans aS far as possible out of the 
zone of fire and preventing supplies from 
being taken to the rebels in Jaurez. Sight- 
seers were kept back three blocks from 
the river and a patrol went all along the 
border. Col. Steever’s decision that no 
supplies should be taken to the insSur- 
rectos caused a great protest, but he 
was firm. He let the War Department 
know what he had done and was not 
overruled. 

This officer also met with many pro- 
tests when he announced last night that 
he would not permit wounded men to be 
brought across the river from Juarez. 
There were many persens on this side 
who wished to give aid, but the soldiers 
would not let them until the afternoon. 
This attitude on the part of Col. Steever 
was due to orders from Washington. 
When wounded rebels were trought across 


ithe line at Agua Prieta the Mexican Gov- 


ernment made representations to Wash- 
ington that it was a violation of neutral- 
ity, and our Government decided not to 
give further cause for complaint. 

As the fighting progressed, however, and 
further attempts were made to bring in 
wounded men protests grew. Col. Steever 
telegraphed to San Antonio for instruc- 
tions. He was told that the wounded 
might be brought over with the consent 
of the Mexican Consul. This was ob- 
tained, and volunteers brought over such 
rebels as they could find. 

Americans among the wounded are 
Leonard Borowski of Chicago, who is shot 
in the right eye and left hand; Edward 
Boughtman, Coldwater, Mich., and A. EB. 
Anderson, residence unknown. The iat- 
ter two were shot in the leg. 


Madero Defends His Army. 


Gen. Madero to-night made the follow- 
ing statement: 


I ought to make a atatement about that 
which has taken place yesterday, and will 
do so with frankness. A skirmish of my 
outposts with the enemy and a quick re- 
tirement of the latter from their position 
inspired a faw of my brave troops to pursue 
their victory, though sustained by a much 
smaller number. Once within the.  cfty 
their ranks, however, were increased by a 
number of sympathizers, whom they met 
among the people and who unitedly awaited 
the first signal of attack to unite with my 
forces. Also there passed numerous Mex- 
ican sympathizers from Fl Paso. 

As that morning I intended to ask for a 
cessation of hostilities with the Federal Gov- 
erniment I did all that was possible to turn 
back my troops. and accordingly sent an 
officer with a white flag, who was not able 
to arrive, because he was fired upon by the 
enemy. It was an indignity to some of my 
soldierea, who wished to reach thetr com- 
panions. Nevertheless I made strong efforts 
to make my people return, but they had 
united to my : several persons from El 
Paso who were not soldiers and little ac- 
customed to obey 
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My chiefs did not make this attack with- 
Out having received express orders from me. 
f my conduct has been interpreted equivo- 
cally {t is because, having nothing to con- 
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not interpret my order and 
to attack immediately, and I 
them to suspend operations until an hour 
could be fixed and because I wished to ad- 
vise Gen. Navarro by telephone of the at- 
tack. I approved the moment for arrang- 
ing my men, and they as well as the off!- 
cers showed their submission to my orders. 

If I wavered m n attacking Juarez, 
it was for fear of some international com- 
plication, and even though such complica- 
tions would |} against the Government of 
en, Diaz, who ts my I did not 
Wish to involve my country in anv diffi 
culty. But, again, since the attack had 
been begun, the nsequences could not be 
taken into account, since I was continuing 
to apportion to myself the fmilitary advan- 
tages of the situation. 

If I should triumph I shall not claim for 
myself any of the glory, for it will be due 
to the valor of my soldiers and the bravery 
of my officers, but if I claim all the re- 
sponsibility, in case the attack is a mill- 
tary or political failure or whatever kind 
it may be, I have a quiet consclence, be- 
cause I have acted with good faith and 
right intentions. With that motive, I se- 
renely await the verdict of public opinion. 

With reference to the negotiations of peace 
I always have manifested my disposition to 
carry them to a conciusion, and if they have 
not arrived at any arrangement 
due to my ambition, for I am disposed 
renounce my position as Provisional Pre 
ident, but because of the ambition and 
aloofness of Gen. Diaz, who has been asked 
by the national will to retire. 

The promises which he makes tn his manit- 
festo are vague. and there is little hope 
that they will be fulfilled, if we take into 
consideration that he has laughed at prom- 
ises much more precise.

Mexican Officials’ Announcement 
—Force Sent to Aid Cuerna- 
vaca Gets New Orders. 





TO GO TO PUEBLA INSTEAD 





Federals Hard Pressed There—Rebels 
Advance on Oaxaca, Diaz’s Own City 
—Anarchy in Parras.

MEXICO CITY, May 9.—According 
to the War Office, a peace treaty has 
been consummated with Gen. Figue- 
roa, leader of the Guerrero and More- 
los rebels, who have been threatening 
the capital. If this be the case—and 
all announcements from Government 
officials must be taken with many res- 
ervations—it {s thought probable that 
Figueroa will have similar trouble to 
that of Madero at Juarez, and that the 
men will refuse to abide by the leader’s 
decision, 

Moreover, the recent successes of the 
Maderistas are likely to hurt the cause 
of peace, as the minor leaders seem to 
be throwing caution to the winds and 
yielding to the men’s demands, that 
they start on marches of conquest, 
loot being the incentive. 

Gen. Huerta and his men, who were 
ordered to go to the relief of Cuerna- 
vaca and Balas when diplomats here 
appealed to the Government to save 
the large foreign colony trapped by the 
sudden advance of Figueroa’s rebels 
from Guerrero, have now been instruct- 
ed to go instead to the aid of the hard- 
pressed Federals in the State of Puebla. 
This alteration of plans is probably a 
result of the arrangement made with 
Figueroa. Whether the foreleners in 
Cuernavaca are now really safe re- 
mains to be seen. 

The Puebla rebels are fighting des- 
perately to capture Atlixco, a Federal 
stronghold. If it should fall the way 
would be open to the capital of the 


Federals behind armored parapets. In 
a fight near the city which involved 
the looting of a cotton mill, a German 
named Muller was killed. He was the 
foreman of the factory. 


Dias’s Birthplace Threatened, 


Oaxaca City, the birthplace of Gen. 
Diaz, heretofore considered secure, is 
now menaced by the insurrectos. The 
news was brought by passengers on a 
train on the Mexico Southern Railway, 
which came through to-day from Oax- 
aca after long interruption of the line. 
They say that rebels from Puebla have 
invaded the State, determined on 
spreading the insurrection thera. They 
have had an easy time of it, for Oaxaca 
in its loyalty has furnished more sol- 
diers to the Government in thi8 crisis 
than any other State, and many of 
(its best fighters are at other places. 
There are tales of many horrors per- 
petrated on the loyal inhabitants. 

The National Railway between 
Aguas-calientes and San Luis Potosi 
was put out of commission by the reb- 
els yesterday.

at the last accounts. Rebels and Fed- 
érals then had separate parts of the 
town. An armistice was arranged, but 
lack of confidence on both sides caused 
it soon to be broken. 

Since then anarchy has ruled, and 
the fighting has been continuous. 
Dynamite is playing an Importent part 
in the work of destruction that is going 
on. Not a wall of the suit Church 
has been left standing. Puildings that 
vill lend themselves to fortification 
have been blown up for fear that the 
enemy might use them. Rapine and 
destruction are rampant. Even pianos 
and other furniture are chopped up 
with axes. Children, forced by hunger 
into the streets, are killed or wounded 
by stray bullets or caught in débris 
flying from discharges of dynamite. 
The dead in many instances have been 
left lying in streets mto which no one 
dares to venture. 

Mail advices tell of imminent danger 
to Torreon, Coahuila, and Tuxpam, 
Vera Cruz. The Federal forces are 
bottled up in both places. The Torréon 
people are not sure of conditions at Du- 
rango. For several days they thought 
the place was in the hands of the reb- 
els, but the latest reports are that the 
Federals and rebels are locked in a last 
desperate struggle for the city. 

Jojutia, Morelos, is in desperate 
straights following the rebel raid in 
that section. Foodstuffs are unobtain- 
able at prices within reach of the com- 
mon people. 

The Villa del Refugio, Zacatecas, has 
been taken by rebels and mail burned 
and a rural carrier taken prisoner. 

Jalisco rebels have invaded the terri- 
tory of Tepic in two columns. The first 
was defeated by the Federals in a fight 
at Villa Hermosa, but the second has 
won an engagement at Amatian de las 
Canas in Tepic. The latter victory has 
frightened the territorial capital. Gen. 
Ruiz, the Federal commander, has 
ordered hasty fortifications thrown up, 
and is preparing the city for a siege. 

Women Leaders in Revolution. 

Women have taken ai spectacular 
part in the revolution. With the first 
outbreak in Puebla in November a wo- 
man of the family of Serdan made ap- 
peals to the people from the house tops 
amid flying bullets to goin the small 
bands fighting within, and was wound- 
ed. Since then another sister, widow 
of the rebel leader Serdan, has suffered 
imprisonment. <A few days. agd she 
was freed on $15,000 bond. 

At Casas Grandes Patricinia Vasquez 
took an active part in the battle. 

In Guerrero Margarita Neri, a 
wealthy girl and land owner, furious 
over excessive taxes, placed herself at 
the head ef 200 laborers two months 
ago. She is now said to command 
1,000 men under Gen. Figueroa. 

While he was under arrest last Fall 
one of Gen. Figueroa’s most active 
agents was Maria Rendon, commonly 
known as La Bella Rendon. She has 
just joined that leader south of Cuer- 
navaca, after conducting an active 
propaganda in Mexico City and other 
places. 

The wife of Gen. Madero shared his 
prison cell in Monterey and San Luis 
Potosi and cooked his food, saying she 
feared he would be poisoned. 

Diaz’s Defiance Has Gained Friends.

A fear entertained by property hold- 
ers and the more conservative class 
generally in Mexico, regardless of their 
political affiliations, is being realized 
by the events of Juarez. The Madero 
organization is naturally a loose one, 


eount for much, inasmuch as the rebels 
de not promise to eliminate themselves 
entirely from the revolutionary movement, 
it is regarded as highly important in this 
part of the republie. es 

It was not without skepticism that the 
news of an agreement was received. The 
fiasco’at Juarez has not served to make 
the public eager to accept, unquestioned, 
talk of peace in any quarter. It is 
pointed out that the man who conducted 
the negotiations is not one of the active 
participants in the field, although he de- 
clared he had the telegraphic approval of 
his brother, the fighter. 

On all sides here to-day the situation 
was discussed as freely as in a political 
campaign in the United States. Parti- 
sans of the Government frankly argued 
on street ‘corners with friends of the 
revolution, and none appeared to think 
of interference by the police, not even 
when men loudly proclaimed their be- 
lief in the justice of Madero’s conten- 
teons. 


FEAR ATTACK ON CAPITAL. 


Merchants Ask Leave to Arm Them- 
selves and Their Ccrks.

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MEXICO CITY, May 9.—Merchants 
here, apprehensive that conditions may 
grow worse, held a special meeting in 
the Chamber of Commerce to-day. 

They elected and sent a committee 
to the Ministry of War with a petition 
addressed to Gen. Cosio asking that 
they be permitted to arm themselves 
and their clerks so that they might 
successfully defend themselves and 
their places of business in case of at- 
tack. The members of the committee 
are all Mexicans, though there are 
foreigners in the chamber. 

The Americans who, as reported to 
you several days ago, were beaten at 
Sangil turned out to be mining, not 
railroad, men. They are named Ham- 
ilton and Kruttschnitt. The latter is 
reported to be a son of the General 


Manager of the Harriman rgilroads, 
They own a mine at <Arenos, near 
Aguas-calientes, and our Consular of- 
ficer at that place reports that they 
were driven away from their property 
by insurgents, and that Mr. Hamilton 
was badly beaten and Mrs. Krutt- 
schnitt grossly insulted. 

The capital is greatly excited by the 
news from Juarez. The streets surge 
with news seekers and bulletin buyers, 
all very orderly. 

Last night we went to bed informed 
on the highest authority that Juarez 
had fallen. This evening, however, the 
same authority would have us believe 
that it has fallen again. We may get 
more wary with time. 

In Government circles here, the news 
of the day which is most industriously 
propagated is that Madero’s Lieuten- 
ants have gotten beyond control. 

This is very grave news, if true—the 
very worst that could come from Mex- 
ico. We have no reliable information 
on the subject here. 

Revolutionists here claim that the 
renewal of the fighting was provoked 
by the taunting words of Federal of- 
ficers and the feeling that the rebels 
had been duped by the first version of 
Diaz’s manifesto that they received. 

Great crowds were greedily reading 
this afternoon placards posted every- 
where signed ‘Enrile,” evidently a 
war name. Ina placard entitled ‘ Sell- 
ing the Fatherland ’”’ the Maderistas are 
called upon to open their eyes. They 
are assured that if they will only do so 
they will see that they are the puppets 
of filibusterers, who have been em- 
ployed by Wall Street to steal away the 
fatherland. 

As some of my good colleagues are 
inclined to belleve that what they do 
‘not see does not exist, I would say that I 
‘read the above to-day posted at the 
corner of San Felipe Neri and Bolivar 
Streets, in company with large and 
interested but rather non-committal 
crowd.

MEXICO CITY, May 9.—While rest- 
dents of the capital continued to-day to 
betray the keenest interest in develop- 
ments at Juarez, their attention this aft- 
ernoon was divided by the announcement 
that a tentative peace pact had been en- 
tered into by tite Govermument and the 
rebels in the State of Guerrero.

ALBANY, May 9.—With a view of cor- 
recting what R. T. Wilson, Jr., termed 
the ambiguities in the law prohibiting 
gambling, two bills were introduced by 
Senator Gittins of Niagara to-day amend- 
ing the race. track legislation which was 
passed last vearin the face of the strong 
opposition of the race track interests. The 
laws of last year supplemented the Ag- 
new-Hart anti-gambling laws, which put 
an end to legalized betting on race 
tracks, holding directors of race tracks 
liable for violations of the gambling law 
and prohibiting bookmaking, whether 
written or oral. 

The bills introduced to-day, 
son explained, would permit 
tracks of the State to reopen. One of 
the amendments modifies the responsi- 
bility of directors for bookmaking or 
gambling that may take place on race 
tracks, The prohibition against’ the 
keeping of gaming establishments is 
made to apply to places “‘to be used ”’ 
for gambling, instead of to places 
‘‘used’’ for such purposes, A race track 
is not kept as a gambling establishment, 
but it may be used as such, The other 
amendment defines ‘‘ bookmaking with- 
out writing,’’ which is meant to apply to 
laying or publishing of odds to all com- 
ers or to the public in a professional way 
and not to the friendly bet. 

‘Racing will not be resumed in this 
State until the directors of race tracks 
know their rights and Habilities,’’ Mr. 
Wilson said to-night.

Executive Committee of United Con- 
tractors Charged with Conspiracy. 


Indictments against the members of the 
Executive Committee of the United Con- 
tractors’ Corporation, charging them with 
eonspiracy, were handed to Supreme Court 
Justice Francis J. Swayze in Jersey City 
yesterday by the Hudson County Grand 
Jury. The charge grows out of the guar- 
anteeing of bonds of the Terra Marine 
Company a coporation that started a real- 
ty boom in Staten Island. Investors in 
Jersey City, Hoboken, and Newark bought 
about $500,000 worth of the bonds. It is 


said these purchasers will be lucky if they 
realize one-fifth of their investment. 

The indicted men are Lawrence R. Kerr, 
Treasurer of the United Contractors Cor- 
poration of New York; Hugh H. Janeway, 
Vice President, who had charge of the 
company’s office at 15 Exchange Place, 
Jersey City; Winfield E. Hinsdale, Presi- 
dent, of New York: Frank D. Ames of 
New York, George P. Stewart of New York, 
and George J. Kirstein, Secretary of the 
company, of Jersey City. The charge of 
conspiracv is based on the charge that 
the United Contractors Corporation, for 
the purpose of guaranteeing bonds of the 
Terra Marine and other companies in 
which it was interested, overstated its 
asSets., 

About $2,500,000 in bonds, all told, were 
guaranteed, and the purchasers stand to 
lose about $2,000,000. Vice President Jane- 
way and Secretary Kirstein appeared in 
the Hudson County Criminal Court yester- 
day afternoon and were admitted to bail, 
George P. Stewart is under arrest in Man- 
hattan awaiting extradition to New Jer- 
sey. 


CALLS JAPANESE UPSTARTS. 
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Russian Minister Comes to Fur Seal 
Convention to Represent Czar. 


Among the passengers arriving yester- 
day from Europe on the North German 
Lioyd liner Kaiser Wilhelm II, was 
Pierre Botkine, Russian Minister to Mo- 
rocco, who has becn sent to America as 
Special Commissioner to the fur seal 
convention, which is to be held at Wash- 
ington to-morrow. He was accompanied 
by two aids, Sergius Brajnikoff and 
Baron Boris Nolde. 

In an interview with the reporters on 
the deck of the liner the Commissioner, 
who spoke in Gerroan, appeared to be irri- 
tated against the Japanese for their asser- 
tion of the same seal hunting rights in the 
North Pacific as the Russians and called 
them “‘ upstarts,’’ using the German word, 
- 5 yp oedenay earn 

‘“*T have been sent here by the Russian 
Government,” said he, ‘“‘ with my two 
aids to represent my country at the con- 
vention which is to be held in Washing- 
ton to settle the question of seal hunt- 
ing in the North Pacific along the coast 
of Eastern Siberla. The Fur Seal Con- 
vention, as it is called, will be held on 
Thursday Washington, and Russia, 
Japan, and England have sent delegates. 
England, with the exception of a few 
small islands over which she has a su- 
zerainty, has very small interests, and 
will remain neutral, leaving the issue to 
be decided by the United States as ar- 
bitrator between Russia and Japan. 

‘Long before Japan was heard of,” 
Mr. Botkine went on to say, ‘‘ Russia was 
there and held the right to hunt seals 
along the eastern Siberian coast. Japan's 
assertion of the same rights there as 
Russia was one of the causes of the late 
Who ever heard of Japan twenty 
years ago?’ he said interrogatively to 
the reporters. ‘‘Can you imagine them 
rutting in sucn a demand?

Too Busy to Hear Their Arguments, 
and Thelr Bills Are Not 
Acted Upon.

ALBANY, May 9.—Woman suffrage ad- 
vocates stormed the State Capitol again 
to-day in the hope that the Legislature, 
weary with the exactions of a trying ses- 
sion, would capitulate and concede enough 
to warrant the assertion that some prog- 


ress in giving votes to women actually 
had been made this year, But woman 
suffrage stands to-day just where it did | 
@® year ago, 80 far as this State is con- 
cerned, 

The committees of both houses refuse 
to report favorably or otherwise on the 
suffrage bills which have been before the 
Legislature since the first’ week in 
January. There was no hearing on the 
merits of woman suffrage to-day. The 
committee closed the earing several 
weeks ago, but failure to act formally in 
committee on all’ the measures gave the 
suffrage adherents an opportunity for a 
final public demonstration in Albany be- 
fore adjournment. 

Forty or more aggressive suffragists ar- 
rived at the Capitol shortly after noon. 
They had marched with banners from the 
railroad station. They braved cameras 
at every corner and showed no signs of 
timidity when halted before the Assembly 
doors. Mrs. Harriot Stanton Blatch was 
in charge of the delegation. It represent- 
ed members of the Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation, the Political Equity Club, and 
the Equal Franchise Society. 

Mrs. Blatch explained that the delega- 
tion was formed as a result of the recent 
mass meeting in New York, and that it 
was charged with the duty of presenting 
to tne Legislature the resolutions 
“ adopted from sixteen platforms.’ These 
resolutions urged favorable action on the 
suffrage bills before both houses. Ac- 
companying Mrs. Blatch were Miss Al- 
berta Hill, Miss Lexow, Mrs. Henry W. 
Hordon. Mrs. James Lees Laidlaw, Miss 
Foote, Mrs. A. C. Hughson, Mrs. Egerton 
Winthrop, Jr., Mrs. Frank Stratton, Miss 
Ida Croft, Mrs. W. Watson Brown, and 
Miss Ingersoll. 

The banners were temporarily aban- 
doned in the lobby, at the request of the 
sergeant at arms, and the suffragettes 
marched into the Assembly Chamber, 
being ushered to seats by Assemblyman 
Splelberg. 

After the legislative session the resolu- 
tions of the suffragists were submitted to 
Speaker Frisbie, at the head of the Rules 
Committee. 

Mrs. Blatch, accompanied by the Misses 
Hill and Lexow, visited the Senate while 
it was in session.

ALBANY, May 9.—By a-vote of 100 to 
17 the Assembly to-night passed the Boy- 
lan bill, which provides that. unless the 


New York Central and the City of New 
York arrange some terms for the removal 
of the railroad tracks from Eleventh 
Avenue on or before June 1, the right 
of the company to operate a steam rail- 
road through that thoroughfare shall be 
repealed. The bill has already passed the 
Senate, where it was introduced by Sen- 
ator McManus. 

When the Senate bill was handed down 
to-day in the lower house, Assemblyman 
Boylan moved that it be substituted on 
the Assembly calendar for his own bill, 
which is identical. The concurrence in 
the McManus bill by the lower house 
would have disposed of the matter as far 
as the Legislature is concerned, and the 
bill could have gone at once to the Gov- 
ernor for his approval. Assemblyman 
Hammond (Rep.) of Onondaga objected, 
and as one objection is sufficient, this 
made it necessary to place the Boylan 
bill on final passage, entailing delay in 
the progress of the bill. 

‘*T would like to know,” asked Mr. 
Boylan, ‘if the opposition {s dus to the 
fact that an emissary of the Naw York 
Central has been traveling about the cor- 
ridors and chamber all day?” 

There was no answer. 

After some more technical objections | 
had been interposed by the Republicans ;

Dr 
Baer states—we quote his own reported 
words—‘*' The book and even the cover are 
old, but I am convinced beyond the slightest 
doubt that, while the original back has 
been untouched, the gilding on the cover. 
including the portrait of Henri III... is the 
work of a very clever bookbinder of the 
nineteenth centurv.’’ He also adds on 
hearsay that Mr. Hoe ‘‘ doubted the authen- 
ticity of the binding,’ but Mr. Hoe’s own 
catalogue, revised by himself, raises no 
question, but describes it as ‘‘a remark- 
able specimen of binding for completeness 
of detail and richness of execution.” 

Bindings executed for Henri ITIL have 
three distingulshing marks, ‘ tear-drops,”’ 
expressing his lifelong grief for the dead 
sweetheart of his youth: a ‘‘gkull and 
crossbones,’’ used for the same purpose, 
and his motto. The ‘ tear-drops’’ and a 
fleur-de-lys (indicating royalty) are found 
on the back of this volume. Dr. Baer ad- 
mits that the back is a genuine binding 
executed for Henri IIIf. of France, but 
then proceeds to criticise the sides. If the 
book were a forgery all three of the distin- 
guishing marks of Henri III.’s_ bindings 
would naturally be copled for the purpose 
of deception, and if the mosaics have been 
restored, it is permissible and understood. 
Bindings perish, and those that have ex- 
isted for nearly five hundred years have 
to be treated, not merely to preserve them, 
but to restore decayed pleces of leather and 
regild the places where the gold has van- 
ished. There is scarcely an old binding in 
existence that has not been so treated by 
more or less expert hands. Grolier and 
Maiolil bindings have had the paint re- 
stored, broken and missing pieces replaced, 
and the gilding touched with fresh gold. 
Dr. Baer should be given an opportunity to 
prove that the sides of the Guicclardini— 
the Henri II!. back of which he admits ts 
genuine—are a modcern forgery and not a 
restoration of missing parts and a regild- 
ing of perished gold. 

That is the present opinion of our cata- 
lozguing department and of the company 
and one that we think will be generally ac- 
quiesced in. T see no occasion for further 
controversy about it. Dr. Baer is entitled 
to his opinion. and we shall probably con- 
tinue to hold ours. Such questions arise at 
almost every important sale without caus- 
ing asperity.

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ENDING CONTROVERSY YALUE OF FINGER-Pawr Test 


Lieut. Faurot Demonstrates Its Effi- 
cacy In Determining a Person’s Identity 


A practical demonstration of ‘the effi- 
cacy of the finger-print system of identi- 
fying criminals was given before Judge 
Rosalskyand a jury in General Sessions 
by Lieut. Faurot of Headquarters yeus- 
terday, in the trial of Charles Crispi, 2 
criminal with a long record, for burglary. 

All the evidence the prosecution has 
against the prisoner rests in finger 
marks he left on a@ piece of glass he re- 
moved from a loft building at 171 Wooster 
Street on Feb. 22, when it is alleged he 
entered the factory of the M. M. Bern- 
Stein Brothers and stole $300 worth of 
clothing. When the trial begafr on Mon- 
day Assistant District Attorney Wasser- 
vogel had great difficulty in getting 
twelve jurors who were willing to con- 
vict on finger-print evidence. 


Lieut. Faurot, who has 
finger-prints since the Bertillon system 
was introduced into this country. His 
testimony was interrupted by the almost 
incessant objections of Robert M. More, 
the prisoner’s counsel, who insisted that 
all the evidence was incompetent. Faurot 
went into the history of the finger-print 
system from the beginning, and in order 
to show the efficacy of the Bertillon 
system, he asked that he be put to a 
test. Judge Rosalsky agreed and the 
witness was told to leave the room. 
Twelve men, mostly reporters and court 
officers, were then asked to step up and 
havetheir finger prints taken. After this 
had been done one of the twelve was told 
to step up and grasp the same pane of 
glass as that which the prisoner is alleged 
to have removed from the door of the 
building in Wooster Street. Faurot was 
then called back into the room. His as- 
sistaut, Sergt. Haney, in the meantime 
sprinkled some powdered chalk over the 
glass and rubbed it lightly with a brush. 
The witness was then told to examine the 
finger prints and compare them with

And this they do despite the ingenious 
and desperate effort of their party 
leaders to make their action as risky 
as possible. For ten long hours, Mr. 
MANN of Illinois, who guided the Re- 
publicans, plied the House with amend- 
ments designed not for passage but to 
make an ugly “record” for the men 
breaking away from his party. Here 
is a partial list of them: 


Mr. Mann proposed free tin so that 
free meats might come in manufact- 
ured. He asked for free iron and 
steel. He demanded free dyes and 
tanning articles so that free hides 
might be tanned here. He offered an 
amendment that no articies manufact- 
ured in establishments abroad where 
the eight-hour law was not observed 
should be admitted. He asked for 
free hemp to go with cotton ties and 
bagging. He urged free macaroni and 
vermicelli, together with free flours 
and biscuits. He tried to get free pine- 
apples, free olive oil, free sponges, free 
paris green, free chemicals for making 
wood pulp paper, free castor oil, free 
soaps, free spectacles and gogezles, free 
Srindstones, and scores of similar 
things, and not one would the other 
side concede. 


Clearly the Republicans who stoo4 
fast against these tactics, of precisely 
the sort that have won so steadily in 
the past, know that their people are 
backing them. The tactics were not 
only futile; they were foolish.

deeply rooted system. Every time the 
Republicans propose, and try in vain 
to force, a departure from that plan 
they furnish to the (American people a 
new proof that the Democrats can be 
trusted not to upset everything. 

It is true that there is not much 
chance that the Democratic plan can 
pass the Senate at the extra session. 
But it is far from certain that {t can 
be defeated in the regular session be- 
ginning in December and lasting to the 
eve of the Presidential campaign next 
year. Meanwhile the legislation for 
reciprocity with Canada is constantly 
gaining support, and the leaders on 


both sides expect its passage by mid- 


summer. On this measure also the Re- 
publican standpatters are straining 
every muscle to rally the farmers in 


bepposition. They sent a delegation to 
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the President to make a distinct threat 
that he would lose the farmer vote if 
he persisted in pressing reciprocity. 
Mr. TaFr rocéived them and their 
threat with perfect firmness. He would 
not yield if the farmers did desert the 
party, and he did not believe that the 
farmers would do anything of the kind. 
He is right. There is no sign of any 
such intention, for one reason, because 
there is nowhere for them to go. In- 
deed, the perfect calm with which the 
country takes the whole business of the 
extra session is conclusive proof that 
the Nation is ready for reciprocity, and 
quite ready for the next step toward 
removing the absurd and cumbersome 
tariff bill. 








CLEARING HOUSE PROGRESS. 

The efficient committee of the Clear- 
ing House had prepared the way so 
well that the adoption of its recom- 
mendations was a foregone conclusion, 
and was put on record yesterday. It 
is known that some trust companies 
whose business is characteristically of 
a banking nature propose immediate- 
ly accepting the Clearing House over- 
tures, and it is likely that some whose 
business is characteristically of a na- 
ture not calling particularly for a 
Clearing House connection may delay 
for a time. There is a still larger 
number whose policy has not been set- 
tled definitely. They are likely to be- 
gin asking themselves how they will 
fare when the Clearing House and 
their depositors take note that they 
decline a privilege acceptable to other 
trust companies doing a like business. 

Other things being equal, it needs no 
argument to prove that a trust com- 
pany with a Clearing House member- 
ship enjoys an advantage even in good 
times. It is needless to emphasize 
what a priceless boon Clearing House 
indorsement and support is in times 
such as some atill remember. And this 
is a consideration for trust company 
customers, no less than for officers and 
companies as an entirety. It is much 
to be desired that ultimately all the 
financial institutions shall be bound 
together, but ft is also subject for con- 
gratulation that a measure of improve- 
ment fn this respect is already fn sight. 
The committee deserves well of the 
entire community as well as of the 
Clearing House, and it is to be hoped 
that its present large measure of suc- 
cess eventually may become complete.

history. ‘The present atti- 
tude of Draz suggests that he must 
still believe he can crush the rebellion. 
His troops have thus far protected the 
larger cities from invasion, and safely 
guarded the great works at Necaxa, 
which supply the capital with all its 
light and power. They have done little 
else. The insurrection grows day by 
day. Draz, it is suggested, is awaiting 
the return of Gen. Rrygs, but the pres- 
ent influence of Reyes with the masses 
is exceedingly doubtful. He lost the 
affection of soldiers and citizens alike 
when he obediently accepted exile. If 
he now assumes command of the army, 
there is no reason to believe that even 
the drafting of recruits will be suffi- 
cient to build up a force able to re- 
store the “pacifismo” which is the 
Draz ideal. There are rumors that the 
Church, whichehas hitherto kept out 
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of the fight, may lend its influence to 
Reyes. That would be, indeed, a re- 
turn to the conditions of the old un- 


freedom and enlightenment. But it is 
all idle speculation, and the true ex- 
planation of the attitude of Diaz must 
be that he has become an infirm old 
man, blind to the gravity of the situa- 
tion, and lacking counselors who are 
able to assist or to guide him. So, 
like King Canutr, he bids the waves 
subside. 
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WHO CARES?

FINGER PRINTS. 
Four finger marks, discovered on the 
(glass in the door of the entrance, and 

















four more finger marks on a pane of 
window glass, which had been removed 
to effect burglarious entrance, are the 
sole evidence adduced by the District 
Attorney's office in the trial of 
CHARLES: CRISPI. Our news report 
says that it was difficult to get a jury, 
“as few talesmen were willing to con- 
vict on the evidence of finger prints 
alone.” 

We do not know, of course, whether 
CRISPI will be proved guilty of bur- 
glary, and he is now presumably in- 
nocent. But upon the abstract ques- 
tion of the validity of finger prints 
aS evidence, there is not room for two 
opinions. Francis GALTON found that 
there is “only one chance in sixty-four 
billions that two finger prints will be 
alike,” that is, {f they are the prints 
of the fingers of two different persons. 
The chances that the digital whorls 


of four fingers should be identical in 
their impressions from the hands of 
more than one individual are almost 
infinitely remote. 
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THE CONGESTION BILLS. 

The five bills, introduced by Assem- 
blyman Suortt at the instance of the 
Committee on Congestion of Popula- 
tion in New York, are praiseworthy 
in thelr purpose, which commands the 
sympathy of all who understand the 
wretchedness incident to crowding in 
the homes of the poor. But it is all- 
important that those who strive to re- 
lleve such wretchedness should first 
investigate the facts as they are, re- 
port upon them accurately, and then 
recommend measures that will produce 
the beneficent results intended. 

We are informed by Mr. LawrReEencr 
VEILLER of the Tenement House Com- 
mittee of the Charity Organization So- 
clety that this is precisely what the 
Committee on Congestion did not do. 
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Its bill to remedy overcrowding in ten- 
ement apartments, for example, would 
permit four adults to sleep in one 
room, 7 by 10 feet in size, or six per- 
sons. to sleep with slightly over 200 
cubic feet of air each, with no power 
lodged with any public official to pre- 
vent them. The Tenement House Com- 
mittee belleves that the present law is 
adequate. 

Two more of the bills, aimed to IHmit 
the height of dwelling houses to pre- 
vent congestion in sparsely settled 
districts and elsewhere, might not 
work. One forbids the future erection 
of any tenement houses exceeding four 
stories, unless fireproof. Would not 
this result in the complete arrest of 
the building of ordinary tenement 
houses in this city and tn the erection 
of great fireproof tenements ten and 
twelve stories high, thus actually in- 
creasing congestion? The other bill 
requires that, north of 18lst Street in 
the Bronx and Manhattan and 
throughout the Boroughs of Brooklyn, 
Queens, and Richmond, no tenement 
house shall be built exceeding four sto- 
ries, whether fireproof or not. Mas- 
sachusetts, backed by the Federal Su- 
preme Court, is enforcing a law in 
Boston requiring that in one main dis- 
trict no kind of building whatever may 
be erected higher than elghty feet, and 
in the other matin district, the business 
portion, the limit is set at 120 feet. 
But Assemblyman SHORTr?r’s bill limits 
the height of an apartment house in 
Brooklyn to four stories, while it per- 
mits the owner next door to build a 
hotel ten stories high and the factory 
man across the street to erect a loft 
bullding eight stories high. Would the 
Federal Supreme Court have upheld 
such a discriminatory exercise of the 
And, if it would justify 
how would the enforcement of the 
measure itself reduce the dangers from 
fire in that neighborhood, as it is in- 
tended to reduce them?

But the law, as a matter of 
fact, does impose more than imprison- } 
ment on the criminal, and by depriving | 
him, after hig release, of civil rights, 
shows that it intends his punishment to 
continue for life. 

Moreover, while ft is a hardship, and a 
cruel one, for the ex-convict who is real- 
ly trying to become a good citizen not 
to have his past ignored, experience has 
proved that, as a rule, the man who has 
served a prison term is not a person to 
be trusted. Not only has he once dem- 
onstrated a serious moral weakness that 
may be displayed again, but he has been 
subjected to the dreadful influences and 
education which are all that any except 
a very few jails provide for their in- 
mates. That prisong usually make worse 
instead of better the bad men sent to 
them {s disgraceful to ua all, but soclety 
must protect itself, so far as it can, from 
itg own incompetencies, and cannot with 
safety grant to the ex-convict the im- 
munity from having his record inspected, 
discussed, and advertised which it gives 
to nobody else. 

Even with conditions as they are, the 
ex-convict really capable of reform and 
really desirous of it is not fatally handi- 
capped by his past. He has something 
more than the bare possibility of ‘ living 
it down,’’ and that is about all he can 
expect. 


Discussion of the 
suffrage parade con-

The Hardware Dealers’ Magazine for May 
publishes the retail prices of certain hardware 
staples in different parts of the country which 
make interesting reading. For instance, a 
gross of ordinary flathead screws will cost 
the consumer in Little Rock 17 cents, in Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., 18 cents, and so on up In dif- 
ferent parts of the country until we reach 
New Castle, Penn., where they sell for 85 
cents. Bear in mind that it is not at all likely 
the man selling at the lowest figures is sell- 
ing at cost or less than cost. A brass face 
mortise lock sells for 20 cents in Binghamton; 
25 cents In Jamestown, N. Y.; 80 cents in At- 
lantio City, and so on up to 50 cents in Ban- 
gor, Me., and Topeka, Kan. Common poreclain 
door knobs range from 12 to 15 cents, show- 
ing not much variation. Wire cloth sells for 
1% cents per square foot In Terra Haute, Ind.; 
8 cents in Holyoke, Mass., and 8% in Fort 
Wayne, Ind. A ten-inch flat file which brings

Thinks Every Bullding In the City 
Should Be Metered and Owners 
Assessed Accordingly. 





Water famines would not be such @ 
danger here if the city ordinances gov- 
erning water rates were kept up to date. 
according to Nathan Hirsch, an expert on 
water supply. His business is to detect 
and rectify water leaks and wastes in 
the buildings and houses of about 15,000 
residents of this city. About 40 per cent. 
of the water is wasted, according to Mr. 
Hirsch. 

The waste in the city’s public buildings 
—the Court Houses, schools, and police 
Stations—is very large, and passes en- 
tirely undetected, as the public buildings 
are not moctered. The city makes no at- 
tempt to discover how much water its 
various departments use. Consequently, 
no one knows how much water is wasted 
A private apartment house owner who 
was one of Mr. Hirsch’s clients discov~ 
ered not long ago that $516 worth of 
water wags being wasted in his aparte 
ment house every year through an une 
detected leak. 

“If many of the public buildings which 
the city allows to go unmetered have sime 
ilar leaks, the practice of allowing its 
public buildings to go unmetered must be 
a very expensive one,” said Mr. Hirsch 
yesterday. 

He wants a water meter installed: not 
Only in every house but in every apart 
ment or flat. Folks who live in aparte 
ments, under the present water tax ordi- 
nances, can let the water run in thelr 
bathtubs all day long without having te 
pay a cent for it, Mr. Hirsch says. ; 
-If the wasteful tenant lives in an aparte 
ment house more than five stories it, 
height he may be called to account fou 
hise wastefulness, because apartmen 
houses exceeding five stories have to td 
metered, under the present ordinances, 
and their owners have to pay the water 
bill. Apartment houses five stories on 
less, however, don’t have to be metered. 
Their tenants can waste all the water 
they want to. Neither the tenants nor 
the owners have to pay the city a cent, 
no matter how much water they waste. 

The apartment houses of five stories On 
less merely pay the city a flat rate, esti- 
mated on their street frontage or on the 
number of waterappliancesin them. Thig 
flat rate system is given ag the chief 
cause of neglectful waste of city water 
on the part of its citizens. 

The Aldermen ought to pass an entirely 
new set of ordinances governing water 
rates, Mr. Hirsch says. 

‘One hundred and fifty-three dollars 
was the water bill of a certain Sixth 
Avenue restaurant which was careless 
about its water bill,’”’ Mr. Hirsch said, 
‘One hundred and twenty-two dollars 
was its water bill last month, after all 
its water waste had been traced scien- 
tifically and stopped. Another hotel 
saved $100,000 last year by watching its 


water waste. These economies were .. 
made in establishments where there were 
meters. One can imagine how much the 
city is losing by waste in similar estab- 
lishments where there are no meters and 
where the owners of the property are 
merely charged so much a year. In Paris 
not only every building has a water 
meter but there is a water meter in 
every flat. This is the way it should be 
in New York. The present ordinances 
are incongruous in the extreme.’’ 

Mr. Hirsch quoted a former Brooklyn 
Water Department official to the effect 
that the installation of meters always 
ended by reducing the water rate, since 
it reduced the waste. He Said that cer- 
tian property owners, for this reason, 
were making a mistake in fighting meter 
installation. The ordinances by which 
the water rates are governed were framed 
eleven years ago, according to Mr. Hirsch. 
He also pointed out that the constantly 
running fountain and water troughs in 
famine times wasted an undue amount of 
water. 








WATER SITUATION SERIOUS. 





Health Commissioner, However, Says 
Precautions Are Being Taken. 


Health Commissioner Lederle does not 
think there is any immediate danger of 
a serious contamination: of the city’s 
water supply on account of the half-filled 
reservoirs, theugh he admits that the 
situation is serious. It is generally agreeg 
that the lower the water sinks in the 
reservoirs the greater the danger of con- 
tamination, because the impurities usually 
fall to the bottom. 

Dr. Lederle also admits that the chance 
of contamination is always more or Téss 
of a problem in this city because of the 
fact that the supply is from the eurfaoce, 
and when the supply is low, due to low 
rainfall, the proportion of contamina- 
tion is necessarily greater, making it neo 
essary to watch the results of the daily 
analyses with increased care. 

Dr. Lederle explained how the water 
was safeguarded, however, by the great 
reservoir, twelve miles long, 
which acts as a settling basin. AJ] the 
from whatever-~source, must first 
flow into this basin, where sedimentation 
occurs before it passes into the aqueduct. 
The Health Commissioner also pointed 
out that the problem of preventing cons 
tamination is handled now much more 
practically than formerly, A special joint 
committee from -the Health and Wate? 
Supply Departments and from the Cors 
poration Counsel's office considers ag 
matters relating to the causes of nuises 
ances and contamination, and frequently 
sources of danger are abolished summar- 
ily, whereas, before the existence of 
this committee all the departments in- 
volved had to pass on any reputed 
nuisance before action to remove it could 
be taken. 

Dr. Lederle’s statements indicated that. 
the various departments responsible for 
the purity as well as the quantity of 
water supply were keenly alive to their 
obligations in the present crisis.

SAYS CHARITIES 
NEED PUBLICITY 





Director of Municipal Research 
Bureau Criticises Secrecy Main- 
tained by Those in Charge. 





PUBLIC KEPT IN IGNORANCE

Disbursements Not Always Understood 


by Donors or Even Those Who 
Make Them, He Thinks.

The second New York City Conference 
of Charities and Correction began its 
three days’ session last night at Polytech- 
nic Institute Hall, Brooklyn. The general 
subject of the evening was ‘‘ Municipal 
Needs,”’ and under it strong emphasis was 
laid on the paramount need of & more 
general and clearer understanding of the 
philanthropic field by social workers 
themselves, and a clearer presentment of 
social problems and needs to the contrib- 
uting public. 

This emphasis, implying that such clear 
understanding and portrayal of the philan- 
thropic field may be lacking among ex- 
isting charitable and philanthropic organ- 
izations, came to full flower in @ some- 
what heated difference of opinion and 
verbal cross-fire between William H. 
Allen, Director of the Bureau of Munici- 
pal Research, who was the chief ac- 

cuser, and Dr. Edward T. Devine, Secre- 
tary of the Charity Organization Society, 
who defended some of the institutions at- 
tacked either directly or by implication. 
Both philanthropists, while disclaiming 
any personal] feeling and insisting that 
they merely wanted to speak their senti- 
ments into the record, grew flushed and 
verspired freely while so speaking for the 
record. Each was applauded by an en- 
thusiastic coterie of delegates, of whom 
some 200 were present. ‘The conference 
was presided over at first by President 
Cyrus L. Sulzberger and later by Mr. 
Allen. 

The fire which Mr. Allen drew from Mr. 
Devine began to simmer when Mr. Allen, 
as Chairman, presented the report of the 
Committee on Municipa] Needs, of which 
he read only extracts. In the report he 
deplored the lack of information dissemi- 
nated by social workers among private 
philanthropists concerning the real needs 
of the public. 

‘‘Instead of consulting a list of work 
needing to be done and of community 
needs that should be met,"’ he said, ‘“ giv- 
ers are now forced to xo to lawyers and 
doctors and other persons farniliar only 
with some particular fraction of the com- 
munity problem. One of the greatest 
needs of New York City is for some cen- 
tral clearing house which shall pass on 
the truth about municipal needs not yet 
met. The present provision for passing 
upon charitable work does not go beyond 
certifying to the ostensible integrity of 

the appealing agency 

“A description of needs not yet met has 
never becn welcomed by private philan- 
thropists, and there is no organization in 
New York City whose business it is to 
welcome information about work that 
should be done. Giving is thus far or- 
ganized on the principle that ‘to him 
that hath shall be given,’ rather than 
that to him that needeth shall be given 
in proportion to his need. 

“No one now feels free to tell the 
truth about private giving. We must 
Stop appliuding philanthropists for Spend- 
ing money in ways that manufacture so- 
cial problems, - obstruct progress, and 
hamper “oth public and private philan- 
ahropy in meeting social needs, 

‘After four vears no financial report 
has been issued by the Russel Sage Foun- 
dation in Sp ite of the fact that the knowl- 
edge of what that Foundation is doing, 
where and at what cost, is probably the 

most important contribution that the 
Foundation itself could make. 

“New York City and the Nation need 
an organ of publicity that shall tell the 
truth about municipal needs and about 
public and private giving without fear or 
favor, It is respectfully suggested that 
one of the erent foundations establish and 
endow an rgan for expressing public 
sentiment with respect to giving and re- 
fcusals to give. 

“The recent child welfare exhibit Is an 
illustration of the disac ages unde 
which givers labor when facts as to aetie 
and method of meeting needs are not 
known. It would be difficult to find in 
any political department of New York 
City’s Government any expenditure of 
time and money where the gap between 
what might have been accomplished with 
money and what was accomplished, and 
the gap between the opportunities seen 
by those spending the money and the op- 
portunities used, equal] that of the welfare 
exhibit. Yet who of us feels free to 
state publicly the facts which members 
of the committee in charge and those of 
us most intensely interes:ed in the prob- 
lem of child welfare freely discuss in pri- 
vate? 

‘The Committee on Municipal Needs 
recommends the continuance of a com- 
mittee under this same heading, with in- 
structions from the conference to prepare 
for submission to the third annual con- 
ference a list of opportunities for private 
givers of amounts small and large, which 
will be analogous to the corporate stock 
budget and the current expense budget 
prepared by the city officials as a measure 
of their obligation and opportunity to 
meet municipal needs.’ 

Controller Prendergast. discussing ** Mu- 
nicipal Needs in the Budget Estimates,” 
likewise touc hed upon the need of a thor- 
ough understanding and portrayal of the 
problems of charitable and philanthropic 
work among the soctal workers them- 
selves. 

“There has been too much disposition 
shown in the last vear to criticise and 
find fault with the Board of Estimate as 
lukewarm towards social workers, unless 
all the requests of what I might eall the 

‘Social Service Department ’ are granted 
immediately,”” he said. ‘‘ We are not luke- 
varm towards Social service nor lacking 
in sympathy for public needs. But we do 
insist, and shall continue to insist on 
learning just how each disbursement is 
to be devoted and how much each dollar 
disbursed is really needed, and whether 
the men at the head of the departments 
disbursing the money understand and can 
explain the purposes to which every dol- 
lar is put. If the city is to do its duty to 
the Social Service Department I demand 
that the Social Service Department shall 
also do its duty to the city.’ 

Dr. Devine, who was to lead the discus- 
sion of the Controller's paper, declared 
that he indorsed afl the Controller had 
said about the responsibility of social 
workers to fit themselves intelligently ta 
discharge their duty to the public. Then 
he turned to the statements made earlier 
by Mr. Allen. He said he took it that 
| Mr. Allen’s insistence on the need of hav- 
ing a central clearing house and an organ 
of publicity to tell the truth about muni- 
cipal needs and about publi¢ and private 
giving was an implication that the Char- 
ity Organization Society’s Bureau of Ad- 
vice and Information Ns not doing - that 
work.

a little aggrieved at that state- 
ment in the report,” he said. ‘* The im- 
Plication is that we are afraid to dis- 
cuss these things freely or have some 
sort of feeling of obligation or favor to 
the agency which does the giving or with 
which we deal. I am not speaking with 
personal feeling, but only to get my sen- 
timents into the record. 

‘Tl also wish to deal with Mr. Allen's 
statement that the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion has published no financial report ia 
four years. When the Sage Foundation 
does get ready to publish its financial re- 
port, I may say, it would look in vain as 
a model for the financial report of the 
Bureau of Municipal Research. The Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research has chosen 
its own time and channels of publicity-- 
and wisely, I think—and it should allow 
the same latitude to this other private 
philanthropy.’ 

Mr. Allen was on his feet in a moment. 
“If Dr. Devine doesn't find himself in 
hotter water in the next few weeks than 
ever before in his life,” he said, ‘‘ by the 
statements he has just put into the rec- 
ord, I’Jl eat the record. I serve notice 
that we have drawn some fife. I con- 
fess that I did not suppose Dr. Devine 
felt as free as he said he did to say the 
things he has just been free enough to 
say. I am going to ask Dr. Devine why 
when a man is willing to give $2,000,000 
for an orphan asylum in New York City, 
the matter is not made public. I am go- 
ing to make it my business to know 
why men ready to give cannot,, despite 
Dr. Devine’s freedom, learn how and 
where to give. For pity’s sake, Jet him 
get busy and tell them before they die! ’’ 

Mr. Allen added that the Bureau of

STAGE ROUTE PIONEER DEAD. 


George Shepherd, Who. Sold Broad- 
way Line in 1885, Dead at 91. 


George Shepherd, for years a power in 
the old stage routes in this city, died yes- 
terday at 322 West Twenty-second Street, 
where he had lived for close on to half a 
century. He was born in a house at 


Sullivan and Prince Streets ninety-one 
years ago, and was in the stage business 
from his boyhood until 1885 when he sold 
the stage line owned by Johnson & Shep- 
herd to the old Broadway Railroad. 

When Shepherd was fifteen he became 
a conductor on one of the first stage 
routes established in the city, which ran 
from the Astor House through the east 
side to the old Dry Dock route. While 
he was conductor, 2° Mt A. Palmer, who 
was later to become President of the Old 
Broadway Bank, was the driver of the 
stage, an elaborate one, much befurbished 
and upholstered. It was in this vehicle 
that Shepherd took up to the residence 
section the first news of the big fire of 
1835. He and Palmer went into partner- 
ship, owning or controlling many of the 
lines until Palmer founded the Broadway 
Bank. Then came the partnership of 
Johnson & Shepherd. 

Shepherd owned the Knickerbocker line 
at the time of the civil war. It ran from 
the Grand Central Station, at Thirtieth 
Street and Ninth Avenue, down Eighth 
Avenue through Bleecker, and from there 
down Broadway to the Battery. Then 
there was the Empire Line, the Phoenix 
Line, and the Yellow Bird Line. When 
he sold the Broadway Line in 1885 to 
make way for the horse cars, he was 
running seventy stages and his business 
flourished. When Jacob Sharp was ar- 
rested in the scandal connected with the 
purchase of the Broadway street car 
franchise from the ‘** Boodle’’ Aldermen, 
Shepherd went on his bond for $40,000. 

He is survived by his daughter, Mrs, 
G. W, Irving, and two sons, Scott 
Shepherd and Frank A. Shepherd. Mrs, 
Shepherd died a year ago last January at 
the age of &9.

Minister, and Famous Abolitionist 
of 50 Years Ago, Dies at Cam- 
bridge Home at 87. 





HIS CAREER 





IN CIVIL WAR 





Commanded Regiment of Negroes and 
Captured Jacksonville—His Works In- 
clude “ History of United States.” 





CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 9.—ol. 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson, historian 
and author, minister and ‘soldier, one of 
the last of the group of famous scholars 
and Abolitionists of half a century ago, 
died at hig home here to-day, aged 87 
years, 


Nine years before the civil war began 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson was ex- 
pelled from the church Of which he held 
the ministry: for his anti-slavery views; 
nine years after the present century be- 
gan he came to this city to attend one 
of the Simplified Spelling Conferences. 
All the intervening years were filled 
with a like readiness to accept the views 

which seemed to him progressive, and he 
could count among the causes in which 
he had been a pioneer such varied in- 


terests as the atkletic movement and wo- 
men’s rights, religious liberallsm and 
higher education. 

Born in Cambridge, Mass., in 1823, the 
son of Stephen Higginson, Steward of 
Harvard, he was from his earliest days 
surrounded by literary influences. © He 
entered Harvard at the age of 13 and was 
graduated in 1841 when he was 18. The 
late Prof. Charles Eliot Norton was one 
of the first and greatest of his friends, 
and he also formed a close intimacy with 
Edward Everett Hale. As soon as he had 
his degree, Mr. Higginson entered the 
Harvard Divinity School and in 1847 was 

called to the ministry of the First Re- 
ligious Society of Newburyport, Mass, 

‘he young. preacher’s strong antt- 
slavery views soon got him into trouble. 
Many of his congregation were sea cap- 
tains who believed in the peculiar insti- 
tution, and one of them was the man who 
cast’ William Lloyd Garrison into _— 
They soon tired of the fervent abolition- 
ist and he went to Worcester, where with 
Theodore Parker he established the Free 
Church, as remarkable for the liberality 
of its religious as of its secular views. 
During this pastorate, which lasted for 
six years, Mr. Higginson was concerned 
in the attempt to rescue Anthony Burns 
from the Boston Court House. A man 
was killed in the melée and he, with 
Wendell Phillips and Theodore Parker, 
was indicted for murder. The case was, 
however, dropped on the discovery of an 
informality in the papers. 

In 1856 Mr. Higginson took part in the 
civil strife which marked the struggle for 
the control of Kansas. He served on the 
staff of James H. Lane, and recounted 
his experiences in that wild land in a pam- 
phiet, ‘‘A Ride Through Kansas.” There, 
too, he formed the acquaintance of John 
Brown of Osawatomie, and when that agi- 
tator was captured, was ready to make 
an attempt at rescue if Brown had not 
himself forbidden it. 

Meanwhile Mr. Higginson gave up the 
ministry and turned to Hterature. His 
first articl® for the Atlantic Monthly, 
‘Saints and Their Bodies,”’ dealt with his 
favarite topic, physical exercise. He fol- 
lowed it up with a series of essays, many 
of which were published in book form as 
‘*Outdoor Essays.’ It was during this 
period that Mr. Higginson became inti- 


mate with such men as Emerson, Long-

fellow, Whittier, Holmes, Lowell, and 
Thoreau, and in his old age he had many 


' things to tell of this brilhant circle. 








As a boy he began |

Longfellow had been his instructor in 
modern languages at Harvard, and dis- 
tinguished himself b the introduction 
of humane methods of teaching. He was 
said to have been the first to call the 
students by the title of ‘‘Mr.” When 
Thoreau first lectured Mr. Higginson was 
present, and he recalled how it was neces- 
sary on his first appearance to force 
people io come and hear him. Oliver 

endell Holmes was a man of slight stat- 
ure and boyish appearance, and Mr. Hig- 
zinson told of the woman patient who 

rove him from her bedside because she 
would not take advice from a lad. 

When the civil war began the well- 
known kindliness that Mr. Higginson had 
for negroes made him appear to be par- 
ticularly fitted for a command in a black 
regiment. He was at first gazetted Cap- 
tain in the Fifty-first Massachusetts Vol- 
unteers, but resigned to become Colonel 
of the First South Carolina Volunteers. 
In spite of the declaration of the South 
that white officers of negro regiments 
would be shot if captured, Col. Higginson 
led his men through two hot campaigns, 
He captured Jacksonville, Fla., and was 
wounded at Milltown Bluff, S. C., with 
the result that he was forced by ill- 


health to resign. 

Returning to Newport, R. I., Col. Hig- 
ginson took up again his lHterary work, 
one of the first of his books being “ Army 
Life in a Black Regiment,” itn which he 
gave a vivid account of the difficulties 
cf service with men not one of whom 
was able to read or write. He resided at 
Newport till 1878, and his abe writ- 
ings during that period were falbone, 
an Oldport Romance,’ ‘Atlantic Es- 
savs,’’ ‘‘ Oldport Daye,” and ‘ Young 
Folk’s History of the United States.’’ 
1878 he went back to Cambridge and there 
wrote ‘Short Studies of American 
Authors,"”’ ‘‘Common Sense About Wo- 
men,” ‘‘ Life of Margaret Fuller Ossoli,”’ 
‘Larger History of the United States,”’ 
“The Afternoon Landscape,’ ‘‘ Poems 
and Translations,” and ‘‘ Concerning All 


of Us,” 

Col. Higginson was selected by the 
State of Massachusetts to compile the 
official ‘‘ Naval and Military History of 
Massachusetts in the Civil War,” and in 
the last fifteen years of his life pub- 
lished mainly reminiscences, including 

‘* Cheerful Yesterdays,”’ Cam- 
bridge,” and * Contemporaries and Lives 
of Longfellow and Whittier.’’ As an au- 
thor he was reckoned particularly happy 
in his style, and his writings breathed an 
abundant belief in Americanism and the 
forward movement of his times. 

He became aiso well Known as an 
orator, his reputation being assisted by 
his fine figure and military bearing and 
the courtesy and ease of his manners, In 
politics he was an ardent reformer, and 
he was at all times ready to resist any 
party action which offended his strong 
ideas of right and wrong. In 1880 he 
opposed the nomination of Grant for a 
third term, and was one of the Commit- 
tee of One Hundred which was pledged 
to form a new per if the General's 
name was presse 

The Colonel was a warm friend of wo- 
men’s education, and was one of those 
with sufficient courage to attend the first 
Women's Rights Convention. He gerved 
two years in the Massachusetts Le 
lature, and was also during;his long life 
a Director of the Cambridge Public Li- 
brary, a member of the Visiting Board of 
Harvard, and President of the Phi Beta 
Kappa Societies. He was also a Vice 
President of the Liberal Congress of Re- 
ligions, and was a member of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Arts and Sciences and 
of the Royal Society of Canada.

SPLIT THREATENED 
IN AVIATION RANKS 


Aero Club Will Ignore National 





Council Unless It Receives 
Full Recognition. | 





A split is imminent in the ranks of the 
aviators, ahd unless the National Coun- 
cil of the Aero Clubs of America fully 
recognize the authority and standing of 
the Aero Club of America there is every 
prospect of the council coming to a 
speedy and ignominious end within the 
next six months. This is the view of the 
present situation, as expressed, not only 
by the members of the Aero Club, but 
also py those affiliated with the Na- 
tional Council. The future existence of 
the council is said to depend on the ac- 
tion of the Executive Committee of the 
National Council, to be held Saturday 
morning, May 20, in the council club- 
room. engineering Building, Thirty- 
ninth Street, west of Fifth Avenue, 
| Secretary J. King Duffy of the Na- 
tional Council was instructed yesterday 
‘by President Robert J. Collier to call a 
| special meeting of the Executive Council 
lof the National Council in order to re- 
ceive the report of the joint committee 
on agreement relative to the rejection of 
the modified agreement by the Aero Club 
of America. Helations between the two 
‘organizations have reached a critical 
stage, as there is a growing sentiment 
among the members of the Aero Club 
that Phe National Council made a delib- 
erate attempt to reduce the standing of 
the Aero Club to that of other aero- 
nautical associations, and nothing but a 
complete backdown will satisfy these 
, members. 

' When the agreement was presented to 
ithe Aero Club for ratification it was 
found that one of the most important 
‘clauses agreed upon was eliminated. This 
clause gave the right to the Aero Club 
to pass upon all applications for mem- 
bership into the council, and made it in- 
cumbent on the members of the Na- 
‘tional Council to be affillated with the 
.Aero Club. As the Aero Club Is the only 
organization officially recognized by the 
'Iinternational Aeronautical Federation, it 
was essential to the interests of aviation 
‘that the National Council should not 
|Ooverlook this important fact, especially 
as all records made in the United States 
must be approved by the Aero Club of 
America before becoming official. 

| In order to safeguard against any at- 
itempt to juggle the performances of avia- 
|tors, the Aero Club insisted that clubs 
joining the National Council should af- 
fillate themselves with the Aero Club 
for protection and aiso to keep the sport 
clean. Kv eliminating this clause in the 
agreement, the National Council offered 
a loophole for fil-rnaanaged meets” and 
‘lack of proper observation of perform- 
ances at meets sanctioned by the Na- 
tional Council. 

The council is not In a position to fight 
the Aero Club, owing to dissensions In Its 
renks. Not more than half a dozen of 
‘the thirty-five clubs could be depended 
‘upon to’ make a clean-cut fight, while 
the affiliated members of the Aero Club 
number over twenty-five. President Al- 
lan A. Ryan of the Aero Ciub, who is 
Choirman of the joint committee, did not 
attempt to take advantage of these con- 
‘ditions, and conceded many polnts in the 
interests of harmony. His position was 
‘unanimously supported bv the Aero Club 
at a recent general mecting of the mem- 
ibers of the organizat and the con- 
'cessions thus granted were taken as a 
|sign of weakness on the part of the Aero 
Club, and it is believed that an attempt 
was made to ake advantage of it. 

The Aero Club does not charge any fee 
for a licease, while the National Council 
assesses all clubs $30 a day for a sanc- 
ion and the additional cost of observers 
and other officials. In view of this it is 
not thought that National Council clubs 
i'will agree to break off relations with the 
Aero Club, although it Is Anown that 
several members the Executive Com- 
mittee are in favor of throwing down 
the gauntlet to the Aero Club and bring 
the controversv to an issue. 

At the meeting of the Board of Gov- 
'ernors of the Aero Club yesterday the 
subject was thoroughly discussed and the 
stand made by President Rvain indorsed. 
/ It was felt that every consideration had 
been shown to the National Council, and 
if the affiliation clause of the agreement 
is not inserted in the agreement, further 
negotiations will be broken off and the 
Aero Club will act Independently of the 
National Council. This would mean the 
death blow to the council and the return 
of absolute control of American avia- 
ition to the Aero Club. 

A protest was read at the meeting from 
the Milwaukee Aero Club agatnst the ad- 
mission of another club as the represent- 
ative of the State of Wisconsin. The 
protest was referred to a committee, 
which will report at the next meeting 
of the clinb.

SPEECHES AT STEEL DINNER. 


Official Report of What Was Said 
About Agreements and Price Cutting. 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, Chairman-of the 


‘Steel Corporation and head of the Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel Institute made public 
yesterday the official transcript of the 
informal speeches at last week’s dinner 
of the institute at the Waldorf. The 
leading steel and iron men of the coun- 
try get together twice a year under the 
auspices of the 
business conditions. Judge Gary has fre- 
quently explained that the institute is in 
no sense a combination in restraint o: 
trade, and although daily newspaper rep- 
resentatives are never admitted to the 
dinners, the speeches as transcribed by 
the official stenographer are always 
made public afterward. As toastmaster, 
Judge Gary closed the speechmaking 
with this comment on price agreements: 

“T would not under any circumstances 
ask any man to make an agreement with 
me as to what he would do, because [ 
know that is not proper, because I know 
that {is illegal, because I know it would 
be disapproved by the administrators of 
the law, and [ would not ask any man 
to do what I would not do myself. I 
know that if we succeed as business men 
we must do it cn the basis and on prin- 
ciples that are honest, fair, lawful, and

any of you gentlemen that I am charging 
certain prices.or that I am shipping.cer- 
tain quantities, you know I tell the 
truth, that you can rely upon that, you 
can depend upon it.

The Appraiser of the Port reported to 
Collector Loeb of New York that with 
each bulb is packed the remaining part 
of the horn, the two parts constituting a 
complete horn, of which metal is the com- 
onent material of chief value. The Col- 
ector assessed duty at 45 per cent., under 
| the provision in the tariff for ‘‘ parta of 
|}automobiles,”” while the importer sel up 
ithe contention that as the buihs are in 
ichief value of rubber, horns end bulbs 
'should be allowed to enter at 85 per cent. 
‘as ‘“‘ manufactures of India rubber.”” In 
finding against the contention of the Mo- 
itor Car Equipment Company, the decision 
BAYS: 

“The record enquesteaeey shows that 
the bulbs are useless without the horns 
and that the horns cannot be used with- 
out the bulbs. They come packed togeth- 
er, and we do not believe it would be 
proper to separate for duty purposes such 
|articles into parts subject to different 
classifications. The horns and the bulbs 
therefor are imported at the same time, 
and as each horn requires its bulb s0 as 
to be available for use, it would appear to 
us that such articles when imported to- 
gether constitute complete assembled ar- 
'ticles subject to classification as entire- 
ities. We hold the merchandise dutiable at 
45 per cent., under Paragraph 199, and as 
(Paragraph 141 levies this same rate, we 
laffirm the Collector's assessment.”’ 
| The Chiesea Fibre* Millis and the Allen-

FOR FAIR BILLS OF LADING. 


False Entries Must Be Omitted, the 
Commerce Board Decides. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—In an order 
issued to-day, the Inter-State Oommerce 
Commission again directed attention to 
the law that no false entries shall be 


made upon bills of lading ‘or other rail- 
road records. 


The order was based upon shipments of 
cotton, about which many irregularities 
have existed and numerous frauds per- 
petrated. The commission says that pos- 
session by compresses having only con- 
tractual reiation with carriers fs not pos- 
session by the carriers, and bills of lading 
should not be {ssued except upon evidence 
of actual possession by the carrier. 

The practice of misdating bills of lading, 
it is pointed out, {s not only a violation 
of the law against making false entries, 
but has been the occasion for frauds upon 
purchasers under time contracts. 

The order provides, therefore, that each 
bill of lading issued In exchange for an- 
other bill of lading shall bear a stamp 
indicating concretely the nature of the 
exchange, with potnts of origin, destina- 
tion, and time of making the exchange, 
so that all shipments, articularly of 
cotton, may be traced easily. 


NEW PANAMA BONDS SOON. 
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Secretary MacVeagh to Cal! for Bids 


on $50,000,000 Issue. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—It was ind?- 
cated to-day that Secretary MacVeagnh 
will call for popular bids on an issue of 
$50,000,000 of Panama bonds within the 
next few days. 

The securities will be dated June 1, ana 
if the Treasury is unable to deliver them 
by that time they will carry accrued in- 
terest, The interest rate fixed by law 


will be 8 per cent. As they will not be 
available to National banks for the basis 
of circulation, the Treasury expects the 
entire offer will be subscribed by invest- 


ors. 

Secretary MacVeagh, as far as known, 
has not changed his intention of making 
the loan a popular one and giving pret- 
erence to the smaller subscriptions. Much 
interest attaches to the price the Treas- 
ury will accept. This Government has 
never issued bonds not available for Na- 
tional bank circulation. 

The price which a pure investment se 
curity will carry has never been deter- 
mined. The new bonds could sell as high 
as 108 and return to the holder the high- 
est net proceeds of any Government 
bond now outstanding.

BOSTON, May 9.—The quarterly div 
dend of the Boston & Maine Railroad was 
reduced to-day from a 6 to a 4 per cent. 
basis on the common stock. No action 
was taken on the preferred stock. 

The reduction of the dividends will fall 
heaviest on the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad as the guarantor of the 
preferred stock of the Boston Holding 
Company, which holds 211,488 shares of 
Boston & Maine Railroad stock and has 
issued 205,225 shares of preferred stock 
paying 4 per cent.

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—Wheat developed decided weak- 
ness, influenced by the Government report and 
more favorable Northwestern weather condl- 
tions The weather map showed officially 
scattered raing in the American and Canadian 
Northwest. The barometer was low, with the 
rain area extending from the Pacific Coast into 
the American Northwest. Private dispatches 
reported extending rainfall in both the Amer- 
ican and Canadian Northwest. Spring wheat 
markets were weak, particularly Minneapolis, 
and led the decline. The Winter wheat news 
was favorable, and the Government report, 
with its confirmation of approximately a record 
crop of Winter wheat, even after the abandoned 
acreage was deducted, had general bearish 
influence. Receipts were somewhat larger, and 
Minneapolis reported mills closing owing to 


poor flour trade. Cables were generally weak, 
and there were reports of rains in portions of 
Southeastern Europe heretoforé claiming need 
of rain. The world’s visible was bullish, but 
was apparently without effect. The United 
States visible decreased 2,184,000 bushels, 
Canada decreased 2,420,000 bushels, and Eu- 
rope decreased 7,800,000 bushels, making & 
total decrease of 12,494,090 bushels, following 
a decrease of 7,289,000 bushels the previous 
week. Last year the decrease was 7,278,000 
bushels. Western receipts were somewhat larg- 
er apparently, the result of the premium on 
near deliveries, particularly at Chicago. On 
the break there were reports of export sales 
of 15 loads of red wheat from New York to 
Antwerp, and of 5 loads of Manitoba wheat. 
No. 2 red was quoted at 96%c, afloat, for ex- 
port; No. 1 Northern, Spring, $1.08%; No. 2 
hard, Winter, $1.025; No. 1 Manitoba, $1.0344. 

CORN.—The corn market was weaker, slow- 
ly easing off with wheat, although developing 
no pronounced pressure. The visible showed a 
decrease of 2,039,000 bushels, following a de- 
crease Of 2,717,000 bushels the previous week. 
Western receipts are increasing, however, while 
Eastern shipments are decreasing. The demand 
for cash corn is reported less urgent, both do- 
mestic and export. Weather conditions were 
favorable, and al] reports indicate that good 
progress is being made with Sprifig work. 
The Iowa weekly report stated that plowing 
for corn was nearly finished, soil in excellent 
condition, and a large amount would be planted 
the coming week. Export sales of three loads 
were reported. No. 2 corn was quoted at 58c, 
free on board. 

OATS.—The market was weaker, with favora- 
ble weather conditions generally reported, and 
selling was affected by the weakness in wheat 
and corn. The Iowa Crop Bulletin stated that 
small grains were making rapid growth. The 
visible showed a decrease of 409,000 bushels, 
against a decrease of 352,000 bushels the pre- 
vious week. Exporters reported 90,000 bushels 
of Canadian oats for shipment. Standard oats 
were quoted at 40%c; No. 2 white, 89%c; No. 3 
white, 8914c.

The Clearing House Asg@ciation passed 
by an almost unanimous vote yesterday 
the proposed changes in the constitution 
making the trust companies of the city 
eligible for admission as full members, 
upon fulfilling requirements as to reserve 
and capital. 

Seven trust companies have already 
taken the preliminary steps for entering 
the Clearing House, and one at least has 
called a meeting to increase its capital to 
$1,000,000 to qualify for admission. 

This action of the Clearing House Ase 
sociation relieves a situation which has 
been looked upon for many years as & 
drawback to banking business in thia 
city. The concession was not effected 
without opposition of banks which come 
into direct competition with the trust 


companies. 

William <A. Nash, Chairman of the 
Clearing House Committee, at whose ine 
Stance the movement was Started, ade 
dressed yesterday’s meeting and explained 
the motives and advantages 
salary ntages to be gained. 

“In moving the adoption of the several] 
amendments Which have to do with the 
admission of trust companies I desire to 
make a statement that is personal and not 
official. It is a statement and not an 
argument, but it may be both. 

I have figured sOmewhat in the pas 
as anh opponent of trust companies. i 
was, however, more a critie than an 
enemy. Il recognized that they were ‘a 
development of our banking system at @ 
time when new conditions caught publi¢e 
favor and were operated to the damage 
of National and State banks. They were 
not altogether alien bodies. Our bank 
officers were on trust company boards 
our Directors were their ‘Trustees, our 
stockholders bought their stecixs with 
avidity and sold t.tem at high prices, often 
receiving large dividends. But in nk 
Opinion they were conducting business on 
a dangerous basis.

James P. McDonald, the international 
railway builder, who owns a large estate

In reply 
she received an enigmatical letter in 
which he stated that he belfeved persons 
were writing to him using her name. 

On their farm in Orange County, she 
savs, he accused her of trying to poison 
him and carefully inspected everything 
he ate or drank. He showed her a soli-
